Department. Complainant is satisfied. 


Date: December 11, 2019 


On December 11, 2019 | was provided with a copy of a “Complaint of Alleged Police Misconduct form” 
which had been filled out on December 11, 2019 by in which AUD claimed 
she was “missing a cell phone and money”. In addition to the complaint form | was provided with copies 
of incident report # 19041974 written by Officer Muzyka and a supplement by Officer Capello and 
Incident report # 19041995 written Officer E Williams. 


At 0149 hours Tuesday December 11, 2019 ES had been placed into protective custody outside 
AA: after an Uber driver called E911 to report an unresponsive female in the Uber 
driver's back seat. Cataldo Ambulance and Waltham Fire Department also responded. Once it was 
determined that MINE) was not suffering a medical of any sort she was placed in protective as she 
exhibited all the signs of an intoxicated person (alcohol) and would have been a danger to herself and or 
others if left alone. 


Upon release from Protective custody at 0752 hours December 11, 2019 (time obtained from Booking 
custody record) WWW was given her property back by Officer Capello. It was at this time that 
INN: made an allegation that her brand new iPhone and cash were missin MAD first 
claimed she was missing $500.00 cash and later stated she was missing $800.00 cash and later stated 
she was missing $1,000.00 cash. When advised by Officer Capello that she had given 3 different cash 
amounts she stated she was unsure of the amount so she “rounded it up”. Once released from 
protective custody EEE came to the front counter and filed the complaint. 


Once MIN completed her complaint at front counter she was assisted in ordering a Taxi to drive 


her to SEE. According to report # 19041995 written by Officer E. Williams 


once WIN was driven to the WWW! address she refused to pay the Taxi driver the $5.00 


fare. Officer Williams facilitated the process of INN paying the Taxi driver the fare which satisfied 
the Taxi driver. 


Prior to looking into this and speaking with MINI) | received an email from Waltham Police Cadet 
Kevin Clements (email sent out at 1532 hours December 11, 2019. The email indicated that Cadet 
Clements received a phone call from AMNNWN: in Operations stating that she did not want there to be 
any investigation in regards to her missing money and that she just wanted to “drop it”. | spoke with 
Cadet Clements and asked him whether OM? had anything further to say regarding the issue. 
Cadet Clements stated that ll) said nothing else. | did advise Cadet Clements he should have 
transferred this call to a supervisor and that in the future that is what he should do. Cadet Clements 
stated he now understood this. 


In looking into this allegation by | first went to the address she provided on complaint form- 
QE. Waltham in order to speak with her in person. I spoke to A, who 
informed me that MIN had been a friend of her daughter and had stayed there temporary for a 
short period but left three or four months ago and hadn't been seen or heard from since. 


I next went to to see whether | could locate MANO there as she 


had indicated she worked there as a waitress. | spoke with staff who advised me that m) was 
suppose to have come to work at 1430 hours this day but had called in sick. 


| subsequently went to (ER the location that WWW: had been driven to by the 
Taxi when she was released from protective custody earlier in morning. | spoke with) 
who advised me tha MANS had left the apartment appx. 20 minutes earlier on foot to walk to 
Metro PCS phone store on Moody Street. Based on this | next went to Metro PCS phone on Moody 
Street where | was able to locate IMAN. | advised SO) that | had been advised by our Police 
cadet that she had called and wanted to “drop any investigation”. MIN advised this was correct 
and that she did not wish to pursue the issue with the Police. | asked ANN: why she wished to drop 
her complaint and whether she had located her missing phone and cash on her own. WEE advised 
me that she wanted to drop the complaint because the night she was placed into protective custody was 
“a rough night” and that she was not sure where she lost her phone and money. CEE stated she 
believed she had the phone and cash when she was at Joco’s prior to getting into an Uber but does not 
remember having the phone and money when she was in the Uber. ita? questioned whether she 
may have left her stuff in the Uber. While advising AM that | was willing to assist her further by 
speaking with staff at Joco’s and attempting to identify the Uber driver and contacting then u 
again advised me that she did not wish for me to contact anyone particularly Joco’s or her place of 
employment Solea and for that matter Uber WWE advised me she would contact Uber herself. 
When | asked why she attempted to have the Police department think they were responsible 
for the missing iPhone and money she and stated “because the police officers were young and very 
rude”. | aske MEET if she was willing to come to the station to put in writing that she did not want 
to pursues an investigation because she now didn't know where she may have lost or misplaced her 


money she stated she preferred not to come to station. | then provide dl with a piece of paper 
where she wrote “laa, | would no longer like to follow through with the investigation 
about my lost phone and money”. RRS signed her name and dated it 12/12/19. 


Based on what I have looked at it is my opinion that the property section of the booking form was 
properly completed and that everything AMI! had on her at time of booking was properly 
inventoried and subsequently returned to her upon release. 


Based on my conversation with ANI including her new statements that she was not sure where 
she lost her money and that she did not want the Police to assist her by contacting Joco’s or Uber and 
that she could not recall for sure whether she had the phone and money in the Uber — | believe this 
matter should be closed and determined to be unfounded in terms of any wrong doing by any Waltham 
Police Officer. It appears that ¡SO did in fact have a large amount of cash and or a phone that 
was now missing that she either lost property or misplaced property at some point prior to coming into 
contact with our Police Officers. | provided MINE with my work office phone number and work 
email address and advised her to contact me in the event she has something new to update us on. 
MID was satisfied that | would be closing this complaint. 


| have placed copies of this report, all police related reports and booking sheets, complaint filled out by 
A, email from Cadet Clements and hand written note by AMI) requesting the issue to be 
dropped in a package for Commander of I.A Unit. | have also provided an email with all these documents 
attached to the Commander of I.A Unit so that they may be easily shared if he so choses when notifying 
others of the findings here.
